There 
being noother nominations they were duly re-elected for a 
further yecr.

Tne Perish Council was very pleased to hear that the contractors 
hed finished the conversion work on the ground floor of the 

rn se and thet the downstairs area of the club would open 
on 20th Hicy. Mr. Brunning and the Youth Club committee were 
congratulated on the hard work they have done to enable the 
Youtn Club to function and thanks were expressed to Messrs. 
Hinchcliffe, Peoples and Warboys, the contractors employed on 
the conversion work, which was generally agreed to be of a 
very high standard. The Parish Council wishes the Youth Club 
every success in its attempt to provide 2 much-necded facility 
for the young people of Bar Hill. 


Village Green Drainaze 
The Clerk put forward 2 comprehensive scheme for the drnincge 
of the Village Green and after discussion the Council cgreed 
to adopt these measures. It is proposed to construct three 
mein drains, dug to a depth of 18", and back fill these with 
drainage stone. Side trenches leading into the main drains 
will also be dug. ‘We apologise for the inconvenience these 
works will cause but it is felt that this temporary disruption 
will be well justified by the results expected fron this 
extensive new scheme. It is also understood that New Ideal 
Homes Ltd. will shortly be instituting remedial work on the 
footpath at the top of the Village Green to prevent the 
recurrent flooding which takes place at vresent.
